was $188,329, while the total amount

The following statement, made by Lord 
Dunraven in response to a cable re­ 
quest from the Reuter’s News agency, 
briefly gives his reasons for the action. 
“Owing to the excessive crowding by 
steamers at the first two races, especi­ 
ally at the start off and on the last ten 
miles of the second race, I notified the 
cup committee on the lith inst..request­ 
ing that the letter be not opened until 
after a decision had been reached with 
regard to the foul at the start of the 
second race—that owing to the danger 
of a serious accident by collision with 
the excursion steamers and otherwise, 
and owing to the absolute absurdity of 
carrying on races under such condi­ 
tions, I should decline to start unless 
some arrangement were made to race 
in clear water. I requested a postpone­ 
ment of to-days’ race, with a view of 
arriving at such an arrangement. The 
committee found it impossible to con­ 
cede this. I then notified them that I 
should be at Sandy Hook lightship this 
morning for the purpose of giving the 
Defender a start. 
DUNRAVEN.” 
Lord Dunraven last night made the 
following explanation of his views to 
an interviewer: 
“I am quite satisfied that I cannot, 
off New York, sail a race for the Amer­ 
ica’s cup under satisfactory conditions. 
The situation is this—I do not believe 
that I have a superior boat. 
“I do not believe that I should be 
subjected to an insult from the regatta 
committee of any yacht club, or from 
the representative of any challenging 
syndicate. It was not my way; I was 
forced to it. 
“I know that I cannot get a show, I 
saw Hal* put up his helm—or thought 
that I saw it. I have no criticism to 
make upon Watson. He turned out a 
good boat. She crossed the Atlantic 
ocean, and if she could not win it was 
not the fault of Watson. Watson is 
not responsible and, of course, you 
know it, for my actions. The Valkyrie 
is my yach^.” 
On the whole the international series 
has been an extraordinary one, and 
while the result is satisfactory to the 
American people two at least of the 
contests 
that went to make up the 
match were not. The Defender won in 
a clean race Saturday; Tuesday last 
she crossed the line behind the English 
boat, but was awarded the race on a 
foul; yesterday she had a walkover. 
Lord Dunraven said Wednesday night 
and he said most emphatically, that he 
would withdraw his boat on the mor­ 
row if an absolutely clear course was 
not provided. He claimed that during 
the previous race his boat had been 
greatly interfered with, and as every­ 
thing depended upon the outcome of 
the third series he adhered to that de­ 
cision so closely that the Valkyrie mere­ 
ly crossed the starting line and then re­ 
tired from the contest. The Defender, 
who was well in advance when the han­ 
dicap gun was fired, continued on her 
journey, and went over the course well 
within the time limit. 
By her three 
straight victories the Defender retain? 
the historic cup for America. 
General regret Is expressed that the 
series for the America’s cup, begun so 
auspiciously and promising so well, has 
ended so disastrously, for while 
the 
question which arose as to the winner 
of the second race might have been 
passed by unheeded had a stirring con­ 
test taken place yesterday, the with­ 
drawal of Lord Dunraven in the third 
and perhaps deciding event has neces­ 
sarily had a depressing effect upon all 
those identified with the great match 
and will probably have a more serious 
effect in regard to future international 
races.

Appleton, Wis.,Sept. 13.—The swamp 
fires in Outagamie county are 
more 
threatening than ever. Almost the en- 
the township of Bovina is as dry as 
tinder. Thousands of acres of swanp 
are burning, and the village of Shioc­ 
ton may be swept out of existence. If 
the wind comes up many farmhouses 
and much property and all the town of 
Shiocton will be destroyed. The only 
hope is that the wind which is now 
north will not freshen. 
The swamp 
fires in Center and Grand Chute have 
spread to the timber and the flames are 
twenty to forty feet high, lighting the 
country , for miles around. The farm 
ers in Grand Chute and Center will not 
suffer as those in Bovina. In the other 
town if wind arise soon some may not 
escape with their lives. Most of the 
farmers in that town have removed 
their personal effects ready to leave at 
a moment’s notice. 
Hutchinson, Mich., Sept. 13.—Serious 
forest fires are reported along Paint 
and Fence rivers, in territory lying be 
tween Michigamme and Crystal falls 
The district is sparsely settled and has 
neither railroad nor telegraph facili 
ties. 
It contains some of the finest 
tracts of pine yet uncut in the upper 
peninsular of Michigan and is the best 
game reserve on the south shore of 
Lake Superior. 


Trial of the Coffins Commences. 
Indianapois, Ind., Sept. 13.—The case 
of the government against Francis and 
Percival Coffin charged with conspiracy 
to wreck 
the Indianapolis

Bank, opened yesterday. Attorneys for 
the defendants showed that the volume 
of business between them and the bank 
had aggregated more than $1,000,000 
and said that proof would be offered to 
show that all their transactions were 
carried on in good faith and that but for 
the failure of the bank they would have 
been able to .liquidate the indebtedness. 


Louisville, Ky.,Sept. 13.—At 8 o’clock 
(ast night, just as thousands of specta­ 
tors had been seated on the levee to 
witness the extensive fireworks on the 
river, there was a terrific crash like c. 
clap of thunder. Instantly the cries 
and shrieks of thousands of women, 
children and men were heard, while ap­ 
peals for help arose from every side. 
About 10,000 persons went down in the 
crash of the immense reviewing stand 
of the citizens’ committee, on which 
were the specially invited guests of the 
citizens’ 
Grand 
Army 
committee. 
Scores of men and women were pinned 
beneath the boards of the stand with I 
the weight of other people bearing down 
on them. The report spread rapidly 
through the throng that many had been 
killed, and people rushed to the scene 
from every part of the city. Fortu­ 
nately the report of loss of life proved 
to be untrue. Scores of women who 
were not hurt fainted from fright. In 
the crush it was impossible to get all 
the names of the injured, but the list 
as fully as can be secured is as follows:

As it was the platform on 
which the seats were placed swerved to 
the rear and then settled to the ground 
with a crash. As it careened the planks 
of which the seats were made were 
forced together and the feet and legs 
of 
hundreds of 
the spectators were 
caught as in a huge trap. The noise of 
the exploding bombs and the fireworks 
and the cheering of the crowd was so 
great that only those adjacent to the 
portion of the grand stand which fell 
could hear it. Had it become generally 
known a panic would have followed. 
All the ambulances and patrol wagons 
in the city were summoned, and those 
only slightly injured were taken to the 
hotels at which they Were stopping or 
to their homes. 
As bad as the panic was,It would have 
resulted in the death of many women 
and children but for the presence of 
mind of the director of the brass band 
on the stand. He ordered his men to 
pull their battered instruments 
from 
beneath the boards, and in three min­ 
utes they struck up a lively tune, which 
helped to allay the excitement. 
More than half a million people were 
on the levee when the accident oc­ 
curred. There were the 300,000 visitors 
all present, besides the 250,000 residents 
of Louisville and adjacent towns. 
At 
5:30 o’clock they poured by thousands 
down the avenues leading to the rivei 
and at 7 o’clock it seemed that not an 
other person could get on the deep slope

Albert Daverkosen Evidently Ate the 
Poison When He Left Home, and

The body of Al bert Daverkosen, an 
escaped inmate of the Mendota Insane 
asylum was carried 
from the milk- 
house at the home of William Sheri­ 
dan, on the Alex McLellan from a 
mile 
and 
a 
half 
farm 
this 
city on the Emerald Grove road, by 
Sheriff Appleby and Chief of Police 
Acheson at 6 o’clock last night. 
Was it suicide or a natural death? 
That wa6 the question put 
the coroners jury. 
It was soon discovered that 
suicide, however, for W. T. 
testified that Daverkosen bought 
a 
box of Rough on Rats of bim yester­ 
day morning. 
Daverkosen died 
all alone. 
He 
left the home of his parents. Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Daverkosen, 416 Jackson 
street, yesterday morning. 
“ Give me fifteen cents, I may want 
to get something to eat. 
I am going 
to see if I can find work with some 
farmer,” he said to his mother before 
he left. 
She gave him the money aud 
be started away, 
That was the last 
time the family saw him alive. 
Where he went after leaving the 
house, is not really known,but at noon 
he showed up at the home 
of Mr. 
Sheridan. 
He had been lying beside 
the road, some distance from the farm 
house, and had removed his coat and 
shoes. 
Sheridan Chased H im . 
It was just about dinner time that 
Daverkosen went to Sheridan’s house. 
He said that he was sick and wanted 
a drink of water. 
He acted rather 
strangely, and hung about the house 
until the family became frightened. 
Finally Sheridan told him to go, and 
as Daverkosen did not comply, the 
former seized a corn knife and chased 
Daverkosen off the premises. 
The 
crazy man then returned to the place 
where he was lying before and again 
stretched out beside his coat. 
He had 
been 
vomiting 
and 
had taken a 
drink from a bottle, the contents of 
which 
seemed to burn his stomach, 
so Sheridan thought he 
had been 
rank. 
When Sherman came in to attend 
the fair, Daverkosen was still lying 
beside the road. 
It was about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon when Sheri­ 
dan left the fair grounds to go home, 
o as to get his chores done before 
dark. 
He arrived at the farm bouse 
in about half an hour and found Dav 
erkosen lying against some barrels in 
the milk house, dead.

Sheridan was horrified at the s^ght, 
ut at once turned the horses about 
nd drove to Janesville.

osen bought a box of “ Rough on 
at6,’’ at Sherer’s drug score, yester 
ay morning and it is supposed that 
e mixed this compound with water 
the sarsaparilla bottle and drank 
he mixture, as the Sheridans saw him 
ricking. 
They said he walked un 
teadily and frequently laid down, ap 
arently to rest. 
They supposed that 
e was drunk as he 
vomited quite 
ften.
